an access level that identifies the level of access of the select user interface element 



14. (new) ^[he compxiter-impleroented method of claim 13, wherejm the access level that identifies 
the level of access of the select user interfece element farther includes a disable read button and a 
disable chimge button, wherein if the disable read button is seledted then the select user interface 
element will be hidden from the user and if the disable change button is selected then the select user 
interface element will be viewable to the user but can not be modified. 
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
